But it is difficult for Canada, living next- 
door to the most powerful country in the world, 
to feel sure that she will remain master of her 
fate. The days of President Polk, of “Fifty-four 
Forty or fight’? and of overt American ImperiM- 
ism are over, but the 49th parallel is a very thin 
wall against the power of American capital. The 
oil fields of Alberta are at present largely fi- 
nanced by United States dollars, and this is great-

“Canada cannot be independent and show 
the world what she’s made of till Canadian 
industries are financed by Canadian money,” I 
was told by a banker in Calgary. I asked how 
1 country with a population little larger than 
some of the individual States of the American 
union could hope to finance the development of 
half a continent. 

“By Canadian money,” he replied. “I mean 
the traditional Canadian dollar which is 50 cents 
of United States money and 50 cents of sterling.” 
There is no difficulty about geting 50 cents from 
the United States.

There are weaknesses in the Canadian posi 
tion of independence of which they are very 
well aware. The need to get capital from the 
United States alone, rather than from two or 
more competitive bidders is one such weakness; 
the lack of an indigenous Canadian culture is 
another, though every effort is being made to 
produce “national” schools of Art and Letters 

But as I flew from Winnipeg to Chicago 
over the everlasting miles of wheat I could fee! 
the strength and solidity of Canada’s claim to be 
recognized as a great emergent nation. It was 
With pride that I put down eight Canadian dol- 
lars to pay my poll tax at the Chicago airport 
“Sorry, Bud,” said the immigration officer, 
“this foreign money's no good here.”

Ottawa Expands 
Dog Rabies Ban 


OTTAWA (BUP) The Agri- 
culture Department has extended 
its ban against the transfer of 


dogs into new areas of Western 
Canada 


in an. effort to halt the 
spread of rabies from wild ani 
mals of the sub-Arctic. 

The department extended its 
quarantine into northern British 
Columbia and Manitoba, as far 


south as Prince Rupert, Edmon- 
ton and Flin Flon, Man 


The new order cancels a previ- 
ous order which banned unneces- 
sary movement of dogs in areas 
of Northern Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan ’ 

Under the quarantine, dogs may 
not be moved out of the area with- 
out permission of an inspector ane 
all dogs, including sled dogs, must 
be tied up or controlled. 

The new quarantine line in- 
cludes the Yukon district and the 
District of Mackenzie; al!) of Brit- 
ish Columbia north of the 53rd 
parallel; all of Alberta north of 
Township 49; all of Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba north of 
paralle!
